I had lunch with an old friend one day this week. He is now 
a U.S. Marshal and was on duty at Wounded Knee during the 
time of the take over by the mad Indians. My good friend 
cleared up some questions I had about what really happened 
up there and also confirmed my suspicion that some of the 
news media personnel were not exactly “telling it like it 
was.” When I see members of my profession deliberately 
lying it is easy to understand why the general public is skeptical 
of news reporters. 


Ed Sells came by Tuesday and when asked if there was any 
news from the Methodist Church this week he noted that 
there would be no special speaker Sunday and the Pastor 
would be delivering the message. When he found out we were 
actually going to use this bit of info there was a bit of quick 
shuffling and he extracted a promise that we would not use 
that bit of news - so forget that Ed Sells will be delivering 
the message Sunday! 


Last Monday when the Elba Light and Water Board started 
reviewing applications for work in the office they had 16 
(yes, sixteen) applications. Each of the sixteen was apparently 
well qualified. Most of them I knew and the others had some 
mighty good work experience, training and references. I must 
agree with one of the Water Board members who said “Any 
one of these ladies is qualified for this job, but we just don’t 
need but three.” The Board had first talked of hiring one 
office employee and thought it would be necessary to get some 
free publicity in the newspaper. Well, before we had time to 
give them any free publicity, two office employees resigned 
and suddenly they needed three workers. This news traveled 
faster than any newspaper could ever move and suddenly 
there was a host of applications! 


Senator Jim Allen has spoken out against the proposed national 
health insurance and I am in full agreement.

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SENATE BILL RESPONDS TO NEED 
FOR CONGRESSIONAL BUDGETARY 


CONTROLS - 


The drive to reform Con- 
gressional budget procedures 
has been long and tortuous 
In late 1971 the President re- 
quested Congress to hold to 
his proposed $250 billion bud- 
get in the interest of using 
fiscal restraint to cool infla- 
tion, but liberal spenders in 
Congress ignored this plea and 
broke that budget by more than 
$7 billion. The President re- 
ceived much support from the 
American public when he char 
ged Congress with being spend- 
thrift and lacking in fiscal re- 
sponsibility 

As a result of this situation 
the Senate Government Opera- 
tions Committee, of which I 
am a member, ordered a full 
Study of budgetary problems, 
and six months ago the Com- 
mittee began writing legisla- 
tion designed to give Congress 
the tools needed to do its job. 
I am optimistic that when the 
93rd Congress completes its 
work later this year, it will 
have approved the first major 
overhaul of the budgetmaking 
process in 50 years 

Simply stated, our Commit- 
tee’s objective is to develop, 
at the outset of each session, a 
frame work within which Con- 
gress’ spending decisions 
would proceed. A new Con- 
gressional Office of the Budget 
would be created as a counter- 
part to the President’s Office 
of Management and Budget, and 
would give Congress its own 
capability to create a Fed- 
eral Budget, something which 
is impossible now. The Fed- 
eral fiscal year would be chang- 
ed from July 1 to October 1,

Committees would have to 
enact new spending authoriza- 
tions by May 31, after which 
a concurrent resolution would 
have to be adopted no later 
than June 30, setting anoverall 
Spending ceiling, the level of 
revenues and the level of the 
public debt 

Appropriations would have to 
be acted on before September 
20, but before any appropria- 
tions bill is sent to the Presi- 
dent, all must be totaled and 
if that total exceeds the es- 
tablished spending ceiling, the 
Appropriations Committee 
must cut back on proposed 
Spending and then report this 
action in a ceiling enforcement 
bill. Passage of this bill then 
triggers the release of the 
amended appropriations bill 
for Presidential considera- 
for Presidential considera- 
tion. 

The approach which our com- 
mittee recommends retains the 
existing appropriations struc- 
ture, but improves it by means 
of the new concurrent resolu- 
tion on the budget. Existing 
committees will continue to 
function much as they have in 
the past because there is no 
effort nor any wish to make 
change just for change’s sake. 

Viewed in its broadest appli- 
cation, this legislation may well 
be the single most significant 
piece of legislation Congress 
has dealt with in many years, 
and it will certainly receive 
my intensive study and full 
attention during the coming mo- 
nths.

WOULD BE ASININE 


In December, the liberal 
majority in the Senate voted 54 
to 37 to repeal the Byrd Amend- 
ment and to resume the U.N.- 
sponsored embargo of imports 
of chrome from “white - 
supremacist” Rhodesia. Hope- 
fully, when the House takes up 
this issue-probably this month- 
we will be spared another fut- 
ile exercise in selective moral- 
ity. 


A few facts should point out 
how important Rhodesian chr- 
ome is to the U.S. and why we 
cannot afford to let the U.N. 
dictate American policy. 


First, there is the impor- 
tance of chrome. There is no 
Substitute for chromium in 
Stainless steel. No chromium 
ore has been mined in the U.S. 
Since 1961, thus the U.S, is 


~Lotally dependent .on .imports 


and the fast decreasing national 
stockpile as a source of supply. 
Rhodesia has 67.3 percent of the 
world’s supply and the highest 
grade ore 


There is thecostof chrom- 
ium ore. During the period that 
the U.N. sanction was imposed- 
from 1967 to 1971 (In 1971 the 


Byrd Amendment, which speci- 
fied that the U.S. could trade 
with Rhodesia despite U.N 
sanctions, was passed after 
Congress became disturbed at 
Soviet profiteering) American 
steelmakers were forced to 
purchase ferrochrome from 
domestic or foreign suppliers 
at vastly inflated prices. Chr- 
omite purcnases from Russia 
more than doubled during the 
Sanctions period. It is rather 
obvious that if embargoes ag- 
ainst Rhodesian chromeare re- 
imposed, severe unemployment 
will occur in the U.S speciality 
steel industry and the price of 
the steel product will skyroc- 
ket

ABLES FOR VITAMINS

No vegetable bought from a store can match the nutritional 
value of vegetables picked fresh from the garden, The longer 
you keep any vegetable, the greater the vitamin loss. 


Most new gardeners will be growing vegetables in 1974 because 
they have been motivated by the high cost of living, Others will 
do it because that’s the only way to enjoy fresh home-grown 
flavor. Vegetables are also our most important source of vitamins, 
and better tasting than any vitamin pill. 


The principal 
which vegetables are best known 
are iron, vitamin A, vitamin C, 
riboflavin and carbohydrates. 

Vitamin A, as such, is not 
found in plants, but there are 
substances known as provita- 
min A that are converted to 
vitamin A by the body. Dark 
green and deep yellow vege- 
tables are excellent sources of 
provitamin A, Examples are 
spinach, broccoli, chard, kale, 
turnip greens, carrots, winter 
squash, cantaloupes and pump- 
kins. Vitamin A helps keep 
skin healthy, promotes growth 
and helps keep the linings of 
your mouth, nose, throat and 
digestive tract healthy, 

Vitamin B is really a com- 
plex of nutrients such as ribo- 
flavin (found in leafy green 
vegetables), thiamine (found in 
dried peas and beans), and nia- 
cin (found in fresh peas and 
beans). Without these three 
nutrients all kinds of horrible 
things can happen — lack of 
niacin will damage your diges- 
tive tract and nervous system; 
lack of thiamine will prevent 
body cells from obtaining en- 
ergy from food and cause poor 
appetite; while lack of ribo- 
flavin can damage eyes and 
skin, 

Vitamin C helps hold body 
cells together and strengthens 
walls of blood vessels, It helps

to heal wounds and aids strong 


bones and teeth. Cantaloupes, 
broccoli, Brussels sprouts, raw 
cabbage, collards, sweet pep- 
pers, turnip greens and toma- 
toes are important sources of 
Vitamin C, 

Vitamin D is generated most- 
ly by sunlight, which is what 
you get plenty of while work- 
ing in your vegetable garden, 
Its vital role is to help the body 
use calcium and phosphorous 
to build strong bones and teeth, 
especially in growing children, 

Other essential nutrients such 
as iron, calcium and protein are 
also found in fresh vegetables 
and help the body to run prop- 
erly, 

Store-bought vegetables are 
not as good as home grown 
vegetables for supplying essen- 
tial vitamins and nutrients, The 
fact is that the fresher the vege- 
table, the higher the nutrient 
content, since vegetables start 
to lose their vitamins the mo- 
ment they are picked. 

So, the next time you find 
yourself in the garden pulling 
weeds, loosening the soil and 
Waging war on insect pests, 
take comfort in the fact that 
you are benefiting in three im- 
portant ways: 1 — saving 
money; 2 — growing better 
flavor; 3 — feeding your fam- 
ily more vitamins,

DAV Unit To Visit 
Area Communities 


Twenty-four Alabama com- 
munities will be visited on Jan- 
uary 29 - February 2, 1974 by 
the Disabled American Vet- 
erans (DAV) new fleet of mobile 
Field Service Units. The six 
travelling DAV service offices, 
housed in specially-equipped 
26-foot GMC motor vans, are 
on a year-long nation-wide 
tour of the United States. 

Purpose of the coast-to- 
coast campaign is to carry the 
many free services provided 
by the DAV to wartime dis- 
abled veterans and their de- 
pendents who live outside of 
the major metropolitan re- 
gions. Qualified DAV National 
Service Officers,most of whom 
are Vietnam era disabled vet- 
erans, will be on board the 
Field Service Units to assist 
wartime disabled veterans and 
their families in their claims 
for Federal benefits to which 
they are entitled by law. 

According to John T. Soave, 
DAV National Commander, this 
is the first time that any major 
veterans organization has taken 
its services on such a large 
scale “to veterans in the sub- 
urban and rural areas of every 
State in the nation.” 

DAV officials stress that dis- 
abled veterans of all wars, as 
well as their dependents, are 
urged to visit the DAV Field 
Service Units to discuss any 
problems they may have. But 
particular emphasis is being, 
placed on disabled veterans of 
the Vietnam conflict, because 
such a large number are not 
taking advantage ofall the bene- 
fits which they have coming to 
them, especially in the areas of 
education and vocational reha- 
bilitation. 

The Field Service Units will 
be’ open for business from 
11:00 a.m. until 8:00 p.m. at 
the following locations: Troy- 
on February 1, at the Troy 
State University, adjacent to 
Smith Hall, (Student Center), 
and Andalusia - on February 
2 - at the Courthouse Square 
in the center of town

Mr. Garrett pointed out that 
priority will be given to muni- 
cipal borrowers incommunities 
smaller than 5,500 people to 
restore a deteriorating water 
supply, or to improve, enlarge 
or modify a water system or 
an inadequate sewer system, 
Proposed plans must be con- 
sistent with areawide develop- 
ment plans. 

Borrowers may use funds 
to relocate roads, bridges, ut- 
ilities and other improvements 
or to acquire interest in land, 
water rights, leases anda large 
variety of needs.

One Week Deadline 


For Reporting Taxes 


Alabama employers have just 
Seven days in which to report 
Social Security and withheld 
income taxes for last quarter 

The January 31 deadline does 
not apply to those employers 
who make timely deposits in 
Federal Reserve or approved 
commercial banks of the full 
amount of tax due. They are 
allowed an additional ten days 
to file Form 941, “Employ 
er’s Quarterly Federal Tax 
Return.” 

“This year we'd like to stress 
that those employers who re 
ceived the pre-addressed Form 
941 in the mail should use it to 
file their report,” said Dwight 
Baptist, IRS District Director 
“Those persons who didnot re 
ceive the pre-addressed forms 
can obtain forms from their 
local IRS office.” 

Any balance of Federal Un 
employment Tax not over $100 
for 1973 should be paid by Jan 
uary 31, using Form 940. Bal 
ances of tax due over $100 re 
quire the employer to make a 
deposit with FTD Form 508 
As with Form 941, taxpayers 
who deposit the full amount of 
tax on time may have ten ad- 
ditional davs to file the return

Return Addresses 
Require Box Numbers 


Postmaster Robert Cooper 
today urged all rural route 
postal customers served by the 
Elba post office to use box num- 
bers as part of their return 
addresses to assure faster, 
more efficient mail deliveries 
from correspondents. 

Although box numbers are 
an integral part of most rural 
route addresses, ithas recently 
become the practice of many 
postal customers to omit this 
element. ‘ 

This: practice sometimes 
causes mail to be returned to 
the sender because of an in- 
sufficient address. It has also 
been cited by publishers and 
other large mailers as one of 
the major causes of duplicate 
mailings to rural customers. 

These duplicate mailings 
hurt everyone. They cost the 
big mailers in dollars and 
cents, and because they flood 
the mail stream, everyone's 
mail is slowed. 

The box number is as im- 
portant to rural route addres- 
ses as the house number is to 
the city addresses. 

Unless rural route addres- 


ses contain both, the box num- 
ber and the route number, it 
is an incomplete address and 
is subject to return.

Oppose Federal 
Energy Controls 
Edueator Says 


Strong opposition to pre- 
sent and proposed govern- 
ment actions to solve the 
energy shortage has been ex- 
pressed by a leading academic 
spokesman. 

In a keynote address at the 
78th Annual Congress of 
American Industry in New 
York City. Henry G. Manne, 
Kenan Professor of Law and 
Political Science at the Uni- 
versity of Rochester, said: 

“The threats of controls 
and higher taxes and the calls 
to patriotism and social re- 
sponsibility are but the car- 
rots and’ sticks of political 
bullies who can ultimately 
rationalize the last ounce of 
control over our private 
lives.” 

Denying that a real 
“crisis” exists, and citing the 
failure of wage and price con- 
trols to curb inflation, Prof. 
Manne urged the business 
leaders to “publicize as 
widely as possible the inevi- 
table inefficiencies, mistakes, 
and human miseries that will 
develop with these controls.” 

They are and will be all 
around us, and no one will 
have to look far for ex- 
amples,” he said. “That price 
controls prevented production 
of the equipment necessary 
to produce more oil refining 
capacity is the kind of thing 
that the public should be 
made to understand. The pub- 
lic should not be allowed to 
believe that racketeering, 
black markets, favoritisn., 
misallocations, delays and in- 
conveniences are sacrifices 
that they must endure in the 
nation’s interest. These are, 
after all, in fact the unneces- 
sary costs of economic stupid- 
ity or political knavery.”,

ESTATE PLANNING 

Thad a nice letter from 
Jerry Hilliard of Dothan a few 
days ago. Hilliardis very much 
concerned about estate planning 
and federal estate taxes. Iwill 
quote from part of his letter 
“What I wish is that every 
County Agent in the nation give 
priority for the next twelve 
months to educating the farm 
ers on the urgent need for 
estate conservation thru plan 
ning!! You taught ‘em how to 
keep the top soil in place, how 
to increase corn yields from 
15 bushels to near hundred, tri- 
pled and even quintupled out- 
put of peanuts, ditto for beef 
cattle, ete - yet the confisca- 
tory federal estate taxes will 
take from their heirs far more 
of their land than would have 
washed away - and not much 
yet is being done about it.” 

Within the next 60 days, 
we plan to have an estate plan- 
hing seminar to take up some 
of the things that we believe 
will help with this problem 
that Hilliard stresses 


FIRE ANT CONTROL 

It seems that we are on 
the verge of getting a fire ant 
control program that will help 
the small landowners. Harold 
Wise, representative from 
Geneva and Covington Counties, 
called me the other day about 
a program that he and other 
folks are pushing to help the 
small landowners with fire ant 
control, 

Up until now, a county need 
ed a minimum of 5,000 acres 
in a Continuous block to be 
treated with Mirex. Several 
folks have been pushing to low 
er this to a minimum of 40 
acres to be treated. Itappears 
that soon this program will be 
operational. For example, if 
a man had 40 acres, he could get 
the entire amount treated for 
about $8.00. 

The program would be done 
With an airplane with spotters 
on the ground. Areas that have 
an 80% coverage of trees would 
be left untreated I hope 
have definite information on 
this in a few days. When pro- 
gram plans are completed, | 
plan to write each farmer in 
the county giving him an op- 
portunity to sign up for this 
program 


PECAN TREES 
Several people have called 
recently about planting pecans 


including varieties. We recom- 
mend the following varieties 
for Coffee County, ..Stuart, De 
Sirable, Elliott.and Farley 

We recommend that trees be 
Set as soon as possible. Trees 
4-5 feet in length will usually 
live better than larger trees 
Be sure to keep the roots cov- 
ered and moist until they are 
ready to plant 

Dig a hole at least 3-3-1/2 
feet deep and 18 inches wide 
Prune off the dead and dam- 
aged roots before planting. Be 
sure to keep grasses and weeds 
away from your newly planted 
pecan trees. Also, it is very 
important to. water the trees 
during dry spells the first. two 
years after planting

SOIL TESTING HELPS COM-

A few years ago the possi- 
bility of a fertilizer shortage: 
in 1974 was not anticipated. 
However, a scarcity of plant 
nutrients and an increase in 
costs are now a reality. Un- 
fortunately this situation has 
developed when more farm- 
produced products to feed and 
clothe our nation are needed. 

The most important step a 
farmer may take to make the 
best use of the fertilizer that 
is available this year is to 
SOIL TEST. This is the best 
tool we have for finding out 


Local ASCS Office Tells 
Of New Program 


According to H. E. Enfinger, 
ASC County Executive Direc- 
tor, the new cost sharing phase 
of the program could be ex- 
tremely beneficial to Coffee 
County farmers. It proyides 
for a minimum of: 50%. and 
maximum of 75% return to the 
user for all expenses he incurs 


‘ while establishing conservation 


or forestry practices on his 
land, including labor costs. Also 
under the 1974 program, an 
applicant can either elect to 
apply for a single one year pro- 
gram or conservation improve- 
ment, or select a three to ten 
year continuing program. The 
extended period of time nowal- 
lowed will be most beneficial 
to those wishing rather exten- 
sive conservation improve- 
ments on their land, but pre- 
ferring to spread them out over 
a period of years. 

All applications must be made 
directly to the ASCS County Of- 
five. Complete information and 
details on the specific programs 
will be available in the very 
near future. Participation in 
this program is open to all 
eligible farmers regardless of 
race, religion, color, sex or 
national origin. 

The special forestry incen- 
tives program phase of RECP 
will apply only in counties to 
be specifically designated for 
this phase of the program. The 
counties will be designated by 
the State ASC Committee after 
‘consulting with the State For- 
ester; cost-sharing in these 
counties will be available to 
Owners on non-industrial pri- 
vate forest lands for planting 
trees for timber production and 
for improving a stand of forest 
trees for timber production. 


Alabama Feeder Pig 
Sales Hit High 


“Alabama feeder pig sales 
hit the $6.9 million mark in 
1973,” says Dan Linton, Exten- 
Sion livestock marketing spec- 
ialist. “This was $1.8 million 
above 1972's record $5.1 mill- 
ion.” 

Higher prices accounted for 
the big income jump, although 
the number of pigs sold incre- 
ased by only two per cent-- 
from 203,000 to 207,000, Lin- 
ton says pigs averaged $33.13 
each in 1973 as compared to 
$25 per head a year earlier. 

The specialist notes that 
feeder pigs sold through regular 
marketing channels brought 
only half as much as those sold 
through the specialized feeder 
pig sales. 

Linton adds that the Sand 
Mountain Sales Agency at Al- 
bertville had the largest vol- 
ume in 1973 with $1.5 million. 
Coming in second was the Ner- 


thwest Alabama Agency at Rus- 
Sellville with $1.3 million, 


the kind and amount of ferti- 
lizer needed for maximum ef- 


ficiency. We can ro longer 
afford the luxury of applying 
more fertilizer than is needed 
“for insurance”, Using more 
than is needed is wasteful and 
may deprive a neighbor of his 
share of available fertilizer, 


RUSSIAN FARM FACTS 

The greatness of the Ameri- 
can farmer has never been fully 
realized by the people of the 
United States. He is largely 
responsible for our high stan- 
dard of living, When we com- 
pare U.S. and USSR farm facts, 
this is more evident, 

The USSR has 40-45 percent 
more cultivated land than the 
U.S. However, only one per- 
cent of this land receives 28 
inches of rainfall or more each 
year compared to 60% of U.S, 
cropland, Two-thirds of Soviet 
farmland has average tempera- 
tures of 41 degrees F. and be- 
low, All farms in Russia 
belong to the state. The ave- 
rage Soviet farm contains al- 
most 50,000 acres while the 
U.S. average is less than 400 
acres, One-third of the Rus- 
Sian population is employed 
in agriculture while the U.S, 
does the job-with 4% of its 
people. Each farm worker 
in the USSR feeds only seven 
people while the American far- 
mer feeds almost 50. Soviet 
grain area is twice the size of 
U.S. grain area, yet our pro- 
duction is a fifth larger than 
theirs. The U.S. has more 
cattle, but the USSR has more 
hogs. The USSR reports only 
one tractor for every 250 acres 
of cropland. In the U.S., the 
figure is one tractor for each 
66 acres. 

American agriculture is def- 
initely the backbone of our na- 
tion.

Loan Applications 


Pre-application for busi- 
ness and industrial loans in Cof- 
fee and Dale counties may be 
filed with the Farmers Home 
Administration office in New 
Brockton, 

This announcement was 
made by FHA County Supervi- 
sor Bill Ray, who said provi- 
Sions of the Rural Development 
Act will soon be operating in 
the Coffee-Dale area, 

Ray explained that a letter 
of pre-application is the first 
step in seeking assistance under 
the new federal program of 
financing local business devel- 
opment. The proposal should 
explain in detail the type of 
dndustry. or business, and the 
proposed market for goods or 
services, 

“If the prospective business 
meets eligibility require- 
ments,” Ray said, “the appli- 
cant will be requested to sub- 
mit a formal application.” 

Applications from public 
bodies can be filed at the FHA 
County Office, Highway 84 East, 
New Brockton, 

Other eligible applicants-- 
individuals, partnerships, co- 
operatives, and corporations-- 
should submit applications 
to banks or other private lend- 
ers. Those whose loans are 
approved will receive loans 
from the private lenders, but 
guaranteed up to 90-percent 
by FHA. Funds may be used 
to start or expand business 
enterprises in rural areas and 
cities up to 50,000 population. 
Loan funds may be used for 
working capital, to purchase 
machinery and equipment, _ and 
to buy land, buildings and per- 
manent fixtures. 

Public bodies also are eli- 
gible for grants to finance in- 
dustrial sites that will result 
in development of private bus- 
iness enterprises.

RED CROSS UNDERTAKES NEW PROJECT 


Our Red Cross chapter has 
joined a nationwide search for 
persons 65 years of age orold- 
er or blind or disabled per- 
sons, including children, who 
may be eligible for new fed- 
eral supplementary security in- 
come. 

The aim of the program is 
to provide a basic cash in- 
come for those who are eli- 
gible. This is $160 a month 
for one person and $230 for 
married couples. 

“Basically Red Cross will 
be searching for men, women 
and children who are existing 
on very limited means,” said 
Mrs. Thelma Perkins, director 
of Project SSI-Alert forthe Red 
Cross Alabama Division 

“The eligible person may be 
a widow who lives in your nei- 
ghborhood, a couple down the 


street, a handicapped child 
whose parents have limited 
means. It may be an elder- 


ly or disabled person.” 

Basically persons receiving 
social security payments or 
other state, federal or private 
income are eligible so long as 
the total they receive is below 
the guaranteed supplemental in- 
come level 

A person who is single, or 
separated from wife or hus- 
band, can have assets--things 
he owns--worth up to $1,500 
and still get federal payments 
The amount for a couple is 
$2,250.

Not everything counts as an 
asset. For example, a home 
generally doesn’t count. Per- 
sonal property and household 
goods will not count either 
in most cases. Insurance pol- 
icies or a car also may not 
count, depending on their value. 

The first $20 a month in 
income usually won’t affect the 
federal payment. People may 
work and earn up to $65 a 
month that won’t be counted, 
either. 

Income and property of the 
parents is considered in mak- 
ing payments to disabled child- 
ren under 21 years of age. 

“Be a good neighbor,” urged 
Mrs. Perkins. “If you know 
potentially eligible persons in 
your community, have them 
contact your local Red Cross 
for information about these new 
federal benefits, which could 
mean so much to their health 
and happiness.”

OPEN DATING 

Many people are confused by 
the term “open dating”. Open 
dating is any date on packaged 
food that can be easily read and 
understood by you, the shopper 
What the date means and where 
and how it appears onthe pack- 
age may vary. But, the pur- 
pose of the date remains the 
same -- to help assure that 
you buy and use fresh food. 

There are two common types 
of dates used on food items. 
The pull date is the last day 
the retail store may sell the 
item as fresh. It is designed 
so you will have a reasonable 
amount of time to store and 
use the product even if you buy 
it on the pull date. The qual- 
ity assurance or freshness date 
shows how long the processor 
thinks his product will be at 
peak quality. This doesn’t mean 
that it will be una¢tceptable or 
that you shouldn't use it after 
the specified date, only that 
you should use the item while 
it’s at its best 

Open dating alone isn’t an 
assurance of food freshness. 
Many other factors, like pro- 
per handling, affect food qua- 
lity. But, food retailers and 
processors guarantee their 
products so you can get a re- 
fund or a replacement if your 
product isn’t satisfactory. 


CHILD TALK 

Talk less and listen ‘more 
is good advice when it comes 
to dealing with children. Lis- 
ten when your child is talking 
even when he talks to a doll or 
dog or to his imaginary friend. 

This form of listening isn’t 
eavesdropping. Rather, it’s a 
way to find out some of your 
child’s innermost feelings -- 
about himself, about his life 


and about his feelings toward. 


others. 

Also, listen when your child 
tries to talk to you. Parents 
are often more likely to tell a 
child what to do, instead of 
letting a child think about his 
own choices. 

It often takes a lot of pa- 
tience to hear a child out-- 
especially when he’s slow at 
getting around to the point. 
But cutting him off with a 
“hurry up, I haven’t got all 
day”, will reduce your chan- 
ces of having good communi- 
cation with your child later.

My host was a wealthy Argen- 
tinian, educated in England, 
whose estancia was devoted to 
raising blooded horses for rac- 
ing and for polo. His pastures 
extended for thousands of acres, 
and across thein roamed large 
numbers of the finest horseflesh 
I’ve ever seen — and some of 
the youngest ‘‘old men,” 

‘You're to be commended for 
keeping on those older fellows,” 
I remarked to my host. ‘In my 
country they would long since 
been replaced or pensioned off.” 

“Not at all,” came his quick 
reply, “I’m very lucky to have 
them. They are the backbone of 
my estancia. Most of them were 
with my grandfather, My worry 
is what I shall do without them.

Before leaving the estancia 
near Buenos Aires, I took a meal 
with Justino and the other gau- 
chos down at their quarters, A 
whole sheep (sometimes it was 
a side of beef) was roasted in 
the skin over an open fire. When 
the meat was done to a turn, 
nicely browned on the outside 
but tender and juicy on the in- 
side, large chunks were hacked 
off by each man with the long- 
bladed knife he wears at the 
back of his broad belt. 

These large chunks of meat, 
followed by second and _ third 
helpings until nothing was left 
but the carcass, constituted the 
entire meal — no potatoes, no 
bread, no pie. Nothing but meat, 
followed by a gourd of the brew 
made from the green herb call- 
ed mate, Yet this was not an 
exceptional meal with them — it 
was the diet they followed three 
times daily, year in, year out. 


FOR BETTER NUTRITION 


Meat, of course, is another 
way of saying protein. For meat 
provides the highest type, most 
complete protein.

Carvie Abercrombie, the 
Manager of the Bargain Town 
U.S.A. store in Elba, stated 
that shoplifting caused a 2% 
price increase on all merch- 
andise in 1973. It’s an unfor- 
tunate situation when honest 
customers have to suffer for 
the illegal actions of others, 
but such has become the case.

Construction 


Set March | 


It was announced today that 
construction would begin onthe 
50 unit Section 23 Leased Hous- 
ing Project on March 1, 1974. 
Known as HUD Project Ala- 
bama 107-5, it will be admin- 
istere’ by the Housing Auth- 
ority of the City of Elba and 
leased to low income families. 

Twenty per cent of the units 
are designed for Elderly per- 
sons and one unit is spec- 
ially designed for a Handicap- 
ped person. The Elderly units 
are equipped with thicker 
Sheetrock for fire protection, 
special night lights, grab bars, 
raised base recepticles, ra- 
mps, just to name afew, These 
amenities are designed for the 
prevention of accidents, con- 
venience, and to meet the wide- 
ly varying needs of aged and 
handicapped persons. 

The breakdown of the units 
is as follows: 10 - one bed- 
room units (Elderly), 16 - two 
bedroom units, 20 - three 
bedroom units, and 4 - four 
bedroom units. Construction 
is estimated to be completed 
within eleven months. 

The project is located on a 
ten acre site known as the 
Poole Property on the Brant- 
ley Highway. Development of 
the project is by Southern De- 
velopment Company, Montgom- 
ery, Alabama and construction 
by Enco Engineering Corpora- 
tion, Enterprise, Alabama.

Tornado Hits Area On Saturday Night 


Another tornado hit this area 
last Saturday evening at about 


6:45. It hit first at Danley 
Cross Roads where it com- 
pletely destroyed three house 
trailers and, knocked another 
off its foundations. The re- 
mains of a house trailer de- 
stroyed in a tornado last year 


were still visible near the Sat- 
urday night destruction. The 
destroyed trailers belonged to 
Johnny Lawrence, Johnny Ray- 
born and Johnny Lee Cardwell. 
Cardwell’s trailer was new and 
he had not moved in at the 
time of the tornado. 


M. C. Lawrence, father of 
Johnny .Lawrence, lived in.a 
trailer nearby and his was 
was knocked off the blocks but 
none of the people in the trail- 
er at the time ° were hurt. 

The twister then moved up 
the highway to the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Holman Taylor. There 
it tore off the porch, blew down 


two trees, knocked down the 
chimney and tore the roof off 
a corner of the house. The con- 
tents of the house suffered 
water damage, but according to 
Taylor, most of the contents 
can be dried out. He reported 
a torn-up step ladder and a 
family cat missing that hasn’t 
been seen since Friday. 

Taylor was asked Monday if 
he had an eye witness report 
for the news media and he noted 
that no one was at home at the 
time. He did however have the 
following comments: “you can 
tell them that I am leaving 
tornado alley. This is the 
fourth one within a few hund- 
red yards of our house since 
May of 1971. The third one 
went just over the top of the 
house and now this -- we are 
moving . . no, we have al- 
ready moved!” 

Next in the path of the storm 
was L. F. Capps’ chicken house 
and machinery’ shed. The 
chicken house was filled with 


14,000 week-old chicks and 
12,000 of these were killed 
in the storm which completely 
destroyed the chicken house. 
Two other chicken houses were 
not damaged, even though they 
were adjacent to the one com- 
pletely destroyed. 

Hanging precariously from a 
hook on one of the few re- 
maining poles in the chicken 
house was a clipboard with a 
Con Agra mortality chart for 
Capps to keep a record of the 
dead chickens he removed from 
the house each week. The first 
entry was 99, the next was 160, 
both normal for a new batch 
of chickens. In the middle of 
the confusion of assessing the 
tornado damage someone had 
penciled in on the chart under 
“dead chicks removed” the fig- 
ure of 12,000. That told the 
story for Mr. Capps and his 
family. 

The roof of Gordon Capps’ 
layer house was torn off but no 
chickens were killed. 


The twister next touched 
down at a house on Taylor Mill 
Road, tearing off the porch and 
knocking the house off its foun- 
dation. 

Residents along the path 
(Southwest to Northeast) repor- 
ted hearing the twister roar 
overhead but no further damage 
was reported. 


The Elba Fire Department 
was summoned tothe destroyed 
trailers at Danley Cross Roads 
Saturday night to a fire being 
fed from a propane tank for- 
merly connected to one of the 
trailers. The firemen, with 
the help of the rain, soon had 
the fire out and there was no 
fire damage reported. 

Monday, Mrs. Dorothy Lind- 
sey, local Red Cross repre- 
sentative, was issuing checks to 
the families who lost all their 
clothing in the tornado. She 
reported to this newspaper that 
she had issued checks in excess 
of $700.
